Soviet foreign co m m issar with the 
often quoted declaration, “ p eace is 
indivisible.” He was 75. 


Litvinoff died Dec. 31, and fun­ 
eral arran g em en ts were com plete 


when his

W ednesday morning prior to the 
funeral in the afternoon. 
P rav d a, 
organ of the

Com m ittee of the Com m unist P a r ­ 
ty', on which Litvinoff had been a 
m em ber, called him an “ old Bol­ 
shevik and outstanding Soviet dip­ 
lom at.” 
He coined the phrase “ p ea ce is 
indivisible” in a moving L eague of 
Nations speech arguing for 
san c­ 
tions against Mussolini s a ttac k on 
Ethiopia. 


He negotiated U. S. recognition 
of Russia with P resident F ranklin 
D. Roosevelt in 1933, and said he 
believed it might gu ara n tee peace. 
Litvinoff was dism issed, surpris­ 
ingly and suddenly, from hi* post 
as foreign m inister on May 3. 1939.

GENEVA CONVENTION 
THE GENEVA Convention is often re­ 
ferred to in relation to treatment of prison­ 
ers of war. It is a treaty first agreed upon 
in 1864 by all European nations, tile United 
States and seine countries in Asia 
and 
South America. Forty-seven nations signed 
it in 1929. 
By this agreem ent ambulances and mili­ 
tary hospitals 
which 
contain sick and 
wounded persons are considered neutral, 
and so are doctors and nurses engaged in 
caring for the sick and wounded. Hospital 
ships and merchant ships carrying wound­ 
ed persons are also declared neutral. 


Hospitals and am bulances carry their 
national flag and a white flag with a red 
cross on it. Doctors and nurses wear arm 
bands bearing the sam e emblem. Methods 
are provided for identifying the dead and 
wounded and for sending information to 
their families. Standards are laid down for 
treatment of wounded men and prisoners 
of war. 
Prisoners are to get the sam e food and 
treatment soldiers of their captors are giv­ 
en, m ay send and receive mail, m ay be 
put to work if willing but must be paid. 
North Korea promised to abide by this 
convention at the beginning of the war but 
broke its word. Red China n e v e r even 
promised. In World War II Germany and 
Japan, though pledged to the convention, 
treated prisoners with cruelty. 


U SEFUL CITIZENS 
THE VILLAGE of Stafford, Mo., has a 
civic problem which has the community 
stumped. The Lions club has recognized 
the crisis, while practically every 
adult 
m ale in town is concerned over the out­ 
come. 
Stafford has lost its only barber. Garland 
Harrison, who has been in business there 
for 27 years, w ithout warning hung a “clos­ 
ed” sign in the window and w’alked out. He 
gave no explanation for his action. Some 
said he had grown tired of snooping state 
inspectors, but his wife declared he was 
just worn out and had to quit. 
Harrison w as a barber whose skill, espe­ 
cially in cutting hair, was widely recog­ 
nized. Many custom ers paid bus fare from 
Springfield. 12 m iles away, to avail .them­ 
selves of his services. He had kept his price 
at 65 cents. He has a little place in the 
country, with cow s and chickens, and de- 
clares he has laid down his barber tools 
permanently. 
The moral to the story is that com m u­ 
nities never m iss those who serve t h e m 
until they are gone. Perhaps Harrison was 
not a prominent citizen, but he was a use­ 
ful (inc. And few realized how dependent 
on him they were until 
they 
read 
t h e 
“ closed” sign in his barber shop window, 
and were badly in need of a haircut. 


Miners in Pennsylvania were confronted 
with picket lines ma Ie up of their wives 
last month.

In the long and increasingly boresome 
argument on China, the name of Owen Lat­ 
timore appears with ubiquitous constancy. 
Unquestionably an authority on Asia, 
he 
has. by some, been regarded as the author 
of our disastrous China policy. To others, 
it seem s queer that an obscure professor 
should be so influential, nay, powerful. 
Vet, in the literature on the subject, it 
always appears that the views, plans and 
recommendations of Owen Lattimore are 
identical with those of the State Depart­ 
ment Often his views ante-date the position 
oi the State Department. 
For instance, as of today, the policy of 
Mr. Ac'heson’s office rem ains to search 
high and low for a Chinese Tito. At one , 
time. they looked among the refugees in | 
Hongkong and New York for a substitute 
for Chiang Kai-Shek. Li Tsung-Jen, T. V. 
Soong. Pal Chung-Hsi are a few of t Ii e 
names that cam e to their expert 
minds. 
They found nothing. 
Then th e y becam e hopeful that the mur­ 
derous Mao Tze-Tung would, in the end, 
double-cross Stalin. The assumption was 
that Mao, being Chinese, w'ould eventually 
double-cross his associates—a view which 
could not have brought happiness either to 
the Chinese or to Mao. 
Then it occurred to them that Mao Tze- 
Tung was winning a great victory in Korea, 
killing Americans, and that this Slight de­ 
velop his ego sufficiently so that he would 
turn on Stalin. It was because of this view 
that Gen. Douglas MacArthur was got out 
of the way. Anybody in the State Depart­ 
ment who does not believe in the Chinese 
Tito is out of luck. 
Now*, let us return to Owen Lattimore. 
In the July 1950 issue of “The Annals of 
the American Academy of Political and So­ 
cial Science,” the leading article dealing 
with the spendthrift Point Four p o l i t ' y, 
and, of course, advocating it, is by Owen j 
Lattimore. In it he proposes a policy for 
the American government in China, a pol­ 
icy w’hich is being follow ed to a degree: 
“ Direct relations between Washington 
and the new government of China 
c a n 
wait. They should wait until the Chinese I 
government is willing to make dignified 
and honorable relations possible. The first 
step should be, not to recognize the new* , 
government, but to disavow American a p -1 
provai and support ot the rump of the old 
government. This could be done by allow­ 
ing those m em bers of the United Nations 
w’ho wish to do so, to vote to unseat the old 
Chinese delegation to the United Nations 
and seat a new one. Conditions would then 
be created in which China was no longer 
pressed tightly against R u s s i a , and in 
which relations between China 
and non­ 
com m unist countries could be 
based on 
mutually advantageous trade. American 
relations with China could then return to 
the classic definition of favoring the terri­ 
torial integrity and undivided political sov­ 
ereignty of China.' 
Then he adds: 
“ lf. in Chinese domestic policies, there is 
to be a foreign nation that deals with and 
favors one political party rather than the 
entire nation and people, let that nation be 
Russia. . 
The idea, of course, is that the United 
States should tie up with the people 
arr powerless, while 
Russia assoc) 
with the government which controls 
arm y, the 
policy, 
the wealth and 
money of the country. It is a neat 
package for a nation where the people 
nothing to say, live in terror of their 
officials, have never held an election 
have no power to select their governn

DIET AND HEALTH 


Operation May Help Deafness 


8y H IRM AN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 


A SURGICAL operation for cer­ 
tain types of deafness is giving 
results that sometimes seem mi­ 
raculous. 
This is the famous fenestration 
operation, In which a new open­ 
ing is made between the middle 
and inner ear. It was perfected to 
cure persons suffering from otos­ 
clerosis, a condition In which ex­ 
cessive, hard bone grows around 
the inner ear and causes a per­ 
m anent type of deafness. 
We have reports th at this same 
type of operation is helpful also 
in other types of deafness. It is 
now being used in cases where 
sear tissue has formed as a result 
of chronic Inflammation of the 
middle ear. 
Chronic middle ear infections 
usually leave much scarring in 
those parts which carry sound 
impulses from the middle to the 
Inner ear. The scar tissue is un­ 
able to carry such impulses, and 
thus blocks off sound from the 
delicate mechanism of the inner 
ear. the part which is connected 
with the brain. This results in a 
type of conduction deafness, so 
called because the scar ti sue in ­ 
terrupts the conduction of sound 
Impulses from the middle to the 
inner ear, 
In the fenestration operation, a 
new opening is made which by­ 
passes the scar tissue and con­ 
ducts sound impulses adequately. 
The inner ear must be in good 
working order for the operation 
to be successful. Usually, only one 
ear Is operated on—the one most 
severely affected. 


I 
Of course, this operation is 
! helpful only iii certain cases of 
df af ness. Even in these cases, it 
should be considered only for p a ­ 
tients with severe deafness in 
both ears, which prevents them 
from carrying on their normal 
activities. An ear specialist Is the 
best judge of its usefulness in any 
particular case. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


M. N.: W hat causes excessive 
perspiration^ W hat can I do 
about it? 
Answer: All norm al individuals 
do not excrete the same am ount 
of perspiration. Some perspire a 
great deal; others tend to per­ 
spire but little. Drinking a large 
amount of w ater usually 
in ­ 
creases the am ount of perspira­ 
tion to some extent. 
There are certain abnormal 
conditions which possibly will 
m ake sw e a tin g m ore profuse. 
These include all chronic Infec­ 
tions, such as tuberculosis, or 
low-grade Infections in the sin­ 
uses, the teeth, or the tonsils. 
Hyp* uuhyroidism or increased se­ 
cretion from the thyroid gland, Is 
also a cause of excessive perspira­ 
tion. 
To overcome excessive perspira­ 
tion, you should ba tile daily. It 
would be well to dab tile affected 
parts of the body with a 25 per 
cent .solution of alum inum chlo­ 
ride every other day, for a short 
period of time. If the skin be­ 
a n ie s Irritated from the use of 
tills preparation, stop using it and 
apply some bland ointm ent, such 
as cold cream, to the affected 
skin.

Aa national adv iser of the domes 
tic-minded grou p, Miss Le I a Smartt 
of Washington, D.C., who is v isiting 
Sou thern schools, explained; 
“There is a steadily increasing 
interest in homemak ing. In sev en 
y ears we hav e attracted more than 
300.000 stu dents between the ages 
of 12 and 18.” 
She said y ou ng girls no longer 
look u pon k eeping hou se as a du ll 
and restricting occu pation as some 
of their mothers do. Miss Smartt 
observ ed: 
"The stu dents realize that if they 
follow the ru les of good home man­ 
agement they will hav e leisu re time 
to participate in commu nity activ ­ 
ities, A reasonable nu mber of ou t­ 
side interests, cou pled with domes­ 
tic k now-how, mak e for happier 
homemak ers, and, it follows, hap­ 
pier hu sbands and children.” 
The adv isor said there probably 
will be fewer div orces in the fu ­ 
tu re becau se stu dent homemak ers 
are learning how to work and plan 
with all members of the family . 
She pointed ou t: 
“This way ev ery one can share in 
ru nning the home and difficu lties 


can be straightened ou t 
withou t 
disru pting the grou p " 
Miss Smartt reported most of the 
stu dents show little interest in ca 
reers in the bu siness world 
She 
expects to see fewer women in of­ 
fice* in the fu tu re u nless they are 
forced to work to meet high liv ing 
costs. 
In Ibis ev ent, women who spent 
their girlhood learning the domes 
tic arts will he ju st as capable of 
bringing home the bacon as cook ­ 
ing it. Miss Smartt explained 
“ The homemak ing program is -o 
broad that stu dents also can learn 
to be demonstration agents, bu y ers 
for stores, clothing specialists and 
child welfare work ers ** 
She said most y ou ng girls realize 
these are u nsettled times and are 
preparing to meet them, both at! 
home and in an office.

DEN VER, Colo. — In Colorado, 
when folk get talking about the 
Immense quantitiea of gold and 
silver the state produces, some wit 
is sure to say: “That ain't hay.” 


The point of this bit of local 
humor la that hay is Colorado's 
moat valuable crop. About two and 
a half million tons of it are pro­ 
duced every year. 
Without hay 
there wouldn't have been any gold 
in Colorado! 
Aa Colorado celebrates its 75th 
anniversary aa a state this year 
(it was admitted in 1876) others 
point out that hay and gold have 
always had a lot in common in 
Colorado. 
Much of the farmland was orig* 
tnally grown in hay by settler* 
who supplied the vast amounts 
needed in mining camps by the 
draft animals who worked the 
mines when the gold rush was at 
ita height. 
The 
Library of Congress in 
Washington has, in honor of the 
state'! Diamond Jubilee, dug up 
much of its fabulous history and 
an exhibition of the material is 
now on display. 
• • • 
THE STATE was admitted to 
the union IOO years after the sign­ 
ing of the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence which fact earned it ita 
nickname, the Centennial State. 
Colorado’s r u g g e d mountains 
kept it from being settled for cen­ 
turies. Th* nomadic Ute Indians 
In the north and the sedentary 


cliff dwellers in the south shared it 
only with fur traders end a few 
scouts for centuries after its ex* 
ploration by the Spanish. 
Not until the gold rush of 1859, 
immortalising the words: "Pike's 
Peak or Bust,” did the first large 
scale settlement occur. Hundreds 
of thousands of persons poured 
into the state. This was a gold 
rush that was different. 
Guide 
books were printed advising east­ 
erners on how and where to find 
the precious yellow stuff. 
Two authors of the day, William 
Byers and D. C. Oakes, almost lost 
their lives when the prospectors 
found their efforts lacking as a 
true guide to gold.

ONLY 17 years after the 1859 
gold rush, Colorado was admitted 
to the union. The gold and silver 
mines were working overtime and 
tales of Colorado's fabulous wealth 
were legion. 
Central City in Gregory Gulch 
was "the richest mile on earth." 
Here, President U. S. Grant walked 
from his stage coach over a road 
of pure silver bricks to the home 
of Senator Henry M. Teller, one 
of the first senators from the state. 
Today, in San Juan county there 
Is a million-dollar highway, liter­ 
ally. Sections of the road were 
surfaced in gold-bearing gravel. 
Its value was not discovered until 
the highway was finished. 
Colorado is the only state in the 
Union which contains a collegiate 


group of mountains.

Princeton. The famous mountain 
of the Holy Cross is here, too. It 
was named by the Spaniards for 
the sign of tha cross on tbs moun­ 
tain's aids formed by snow lying 
in th# crevices.

These have been 
called the "gigantic vertebrae In 
the backbone of the continent.”
